poor. One of these cases is, ot course, the investiga- 
tion now proceeding in the Cork workhouse. The 
other is the judgment delivered last Wednesday by 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, in the case of Mary 
Moore v. the Protestant Orphan Society. 

To the revelations which have been made respect- 
jug the state of things in the Cork Workhouse we 
wish to advert no further at present than to point 
out how completely they justify every tittle that we 
wrote some weeks ago concerning the injudicious 
treatment of the children in many Irish unions. 
The Moore case is one, however, on which we are 
anxious to offer a few comments on this occasion. 
The facts of the case were with difficulty ascertained, 
owing to the contradictory statements put forth in 
successive affidavits by Mrs. Moore, who is declared 
by Mr. Justice O’Brien to “have stated deliberate 
untruths.” They turn out, however, ultimately to be 
these:—In the year 1852, one Moore, a Protestant, 
died, leaving after him a wife and two children. Im- 
mediately after his death she entered the union with 
her children, registering them and herself as Pro- 
testants. In the course of this year she applied to 
the Protestant Orphan Society to admit her son, 
John Edward, into their institution. Now, it is a 
strict rule of this society only to admit such orphans 
as have had both father and mother Protestants. So 
far from being a proselytizing body, the society 
avoid even the debatable ground of orphans de- 
scended of mixed marriages. In the present in- 
stance, however, the rule being to all appearance con- 
formed to, and the necessary documents forthcoming, 
young Moore was admitted to the institution. This 
was in December, 1853. In June, 1856, the mother, 
now avowedly a Roman Catholic, applied by letter 
to the society, demanding back her son. The society 
refused to restore him, on the ground that she was 
unable to maintain him, and at a later stage of the 
proceedings, on the further ground that she was a 
person grossly unfit, from her want of veracity, to 
be trusted with the care and training of her son. 
Mr. Justice Hayes and Chief Justice Lefroy pro- 
nounced against the mother’s application, on the 
grounds that “ by her deliberate and wilful false- 
hoods” in representing herself a Protestant, &c., 
“she had forfeited her right to the custody of her 
child.” Mr. Justice O’Brien and Mr. Justice Perrin 
pronounced in favour of the application, on the 
ground that the mother’s past misconduct in making 
false statements did not disentitle her to regain pos- 
session of her child. What was a singular feature in 
the case was that all four judges referred to the 
authority of the well-known case of Alicia Race as 
conclusive in favour of their conflicting views. 

It must be acknowledged that if mendacity is a 
ground for refusing parents the custody of their chil- 
dren, a great many respectable heads of families must 
prepare at once to abdicate their domestic functions.

Report places 
the numbers of French troops in ia at 80,000—a 
large force, undoubtedly, but still not so considerable as 
might have been e ted from a contiguous State com- 
manding nearly a million soldiers. France is actu- 
ally conterminous with Sardinia; railroads can bring 
troops to the frontier from all quarters of the kingdom ; 
while Genoa is only se from Marseilles by 75 
leagues of easy navigation. The Alps, however, have 
been as troublesome as of old, and if it had not been for 
the sea the Sardinians and their allies would still be 
greatly outnumbered. Itis in steam transport, in fact, 
that we discern the chief novelty of the war. The Aus- 
trians at Trieste and the French at Toulon are perform- 
ing wonders in the movement of troops; and from 
Venice and Genoa the disembarked battalions are again 
hurried by steam to the scene of hostilities. What the 
French may do with their light rified ordnance, their 
Chasseurs, and their Algerine levies it would be prema- 
ture to conjecture. We can only say at present, that 
though they entered Sardinia as soon as the Austrians, 
and for some days must have mustered there in nearly 
equal strength, they have as yet reserved themselves for 
some future blow. Nothing gives any singularity to 
this modern war except thc extreme facility with which 
troops are moved.

Napies, Mar 7.—The royal family must indeed have 
thought the King’s state desperate when, a few days ago, 
Professor Lanza, the patriarch of the Neapolitan staff, 
was called in. This gentleman, previously to 1848, held 
the appointment of Court physician at Naples, but dur- 
ing the political troubles of that year, partly in conse- 
quence of his openly avowed liberal opinions, partly 
owing to the intrigues of a jealous colleague, was 
deprived of his place and banished the kingdom. He 
found an asylum at Genoa, where the renown of his 
medical long since acknowledged throughout Italy, 
procured for him an extensive practice and ample means 
of existence. About a year and a-half ago he was 
as peremptorily recall as he had been sud- 
denly exiled, representations having been made 
to the King that it was impolitic to exclude from his 
capital a man of whom at any given moment he might 
require the services. The Conrt party at the time 
extolled the royal clemency ; but I happen to know for 
a certainty that interested motives, and no feeling of 
compunction or relenting generosity, occasioned the re- 
versal of the decree of expatriation. Ferdinand never 
forgets and never pardons. He detests genius in all its 
forms.
